“Look 
to yourselves, ... that we receive 
a full measure.” — 

I am not surprised at all to 
hear John say in the nineteenth 
chapter of Matthew, “We have 
forsaken all, and followed thee; 
what shall we have therefore?” 
Possibly you have found yourself 
pondering over that same ques- 
tion. I know I have. I have 
said many a time, “Well, Lord, 
I have made great sacrifices for 
You. I have sacrificed the de- 
light which it would give me to 
be at home with wife and chil- 
dren. I have sacrificed hours and 
nights of sleep and have had days 
of worry and long nights of la- 
bor. I have done a great deal. 
I have been in the thick of the 
fight. I have been on the firing 
line for You when I have thought 
I was the only one standing for 


“And Jesus stood before the 
governor: and the governor asked 
him, saying, Art thou the King 
of the Jews?

When he was set down 
on the judgment seat, his wife 
sent unto him, saying, Have thou 
nothing to do with that just man: 
for I have suffered many things 
this day in a dream because of 
him.

labored in the barren spots.” 

It is not a good thing simply 
to think of the remuneration. 
You believe when you work in 
the mill or on the railroad or in 
the public school that you will 
be paid your wages; therefore, 
you have faith to believe, and 
God says, ‘Now, I will reward 
you.” So remember that God 
has promised and He that promis- 
es is faithful. 


Christian Life Warfare 

I read in James 1:12, “Blessed 
is the man that endureth tempta- 
tion: for when he is tried, he 
shall receive the crown of life, 
which the Lord hath promised to 
them that love him.” There is 
no promise in the Bible that you 
will not be tempted. “Blessed is 
the man that endureth tempta- 
tion.”’ 

I think you understand that 
the Christian life is a warfare, 
not a picnic. It is a fight, a 
battle for God, and don’t think 
that the Devil will let you alone, 
either. 
no trial. 

You never looked into the face 
of a man who had an easier time 
to be a Christian than I, and yet 
if 1 don’t watch myself the Devil 
might lead me away. I expect to 
fight the Devil until the under- 
taker pumps me full of embalm- 
ing fluid and I wend my way to 
Glory. ‘“‘Look to yourselves. . that 
we receive a ful] reward.” 

I think that was especially 
dear to the early church. The 
church never suffered through 
persecution, but she has suffered 
through her wealth, her worldli- 
ness, her indifference, which 
seems to be inseparably connect- 
ed with her wealth. 

I don’t know what the power 
of the ministers who have served 
in Omaha has been. I don’t know 
what the power of the men you 
have here now is, but there never 
was a man, there isn’t any now, 
and there never will be a man who 
will serve you as pastor but that 
that man’s power for Jesus Christ 
will be multiplied if he only has 
a prayer behind him. 

But a lot of you will go to 
church, sit there and grumble and 
growl and go home and pick the 
preacher and his sermon as dry as 
you do the chicken on the platter 
for your Sunday dinner, and then 
wonder why your church doesn't 
grow. 1 wonder why it doesn’t 
sink into Hell, with a prayerless, 
beer-drinking, dancing, card-play- 
ing crowd like many of them 
have. 

No Right to Claim 

Oh, I can tell you of church 
members who haven't come to this 
tabernacle in seven weeks, who 
haven't lifted a little finger or 
sweat one drop to bring old Omaha 
to her knees. Then what right have 
they to claim any thing from God? 

What right have you to walk 
up and insult God by telling Him 
you are His child when you have 
done all you ean to prevent the 
success of these meetings? God 
pity such miserable people! 

“Every man that striveth for 
the mastery is temperate in all 
things.” I think Paul received his 
idea for that verse by watching 
the Olympic games. I think Paul 
wrote Hebrews. He said in chap- 
ter 12: “Let us lay aside every 
weight, and the sin which doth 
So easily beset us,and let us run 
with patience the race that is set 


before us, Looking unto Jesus the} 


author and finisher of our faith.” 
You never saw a man get out 
to run a footrace carrying a sack 


of sand or a millstone, did ‘you? 
No, sir. It would impede his 
progress.

Don't you want to be a 
spiritual giant? It. costs some- 
thing to know God’s power and 
His truth. They that “strive for 
the mastery are temperate in all 
things.” 

Paul says: “This one thing I 
do.” I tell you, I think that would 
be our state of mind if we only 
realized that people without Jesus 
Christ are lost. I tell you, the 
church is all wrong—by whatever 
name or denomination she _ is 
known—-if she simply says, ‘Come 
and hear the preacher preach and 
the choir sing, and if you don’t, 
why go to the Devil.” 

That doctrine has paralyzed the 
activities of the earth. This is 
what I call going to the multi- 
tudes, ang 1 have never seen the 
community that was willing to 
go into their pockets to put up 
a tabernacle that failed to get a 
blessing. 

I have had preachers say, “We 
have a church that holds so many.” 
I say, “Then get some other man; 
I'm not the one you are looking 
for.”” I won't go to a town and 
hold a revival in a church, for 
several reasons. 

There are lots of fellows who 
will never darken a church, and 
therefore God has seemed to call 
me to be the apostie to reach the 
fellow outside that the church 
never touches, and they moan and 
groan and sigh that they didn’t 
touch him; then when God Al- 
mighty had been pleased to honor 
me, they denounce me. To perdi- 
tion with such fools! They make 
me sick. I have no patience with 
them. If there is one word on 
God's earth that is uttered in con- 
nection with religion that I hate 
it is that word “conservative.” 
They say, “Mr. Sunday, this is a 
conservative community. Our pas- 


tor is conservative. Our peoplef 
are conservative.” That means 
they have taken the Devil's 


opiates and have gone to sleep. 
That means their. church is a 
great dormitory; don’t stir them 
up. I would as soon be pastor of 
the graveyard. 

We have two crowds, the ruts 
and the antiruts. One _ crowd 
wants things done in decency 
and in order. There are some peo- 
ple afraid of innovations, afraid 
of introducing something, for if 
you did you might get a fellow 
that would go to Hell if you 
didn’t. 

If I were pastor of a chureh I 
would put a brass band in front 
to play every night, and I'd give 
the Devil the best run for his 
money that he ever had. Don't be 
afraid of innovations for God and 
God's truth.

Glad to Come Back Here 

Paul had been over to Thessa- 
lonica, had preacheq the gospel 
and they had accepted his mes- 
sage. Now Paul can't go back so 
he writes them a letter and says, 
“You are my crown of rejoicing.” 
I love to think about that. Paul 
never wrote a letter to the Ephes- 
ians. I've been some places—if Dad 
will will forgive me, I'll never go 
back. I’ve been to some places and 1 
love to recall tnat I was there: 
I love to place them upon the roll 
of honor, where I love to place 
your community and your people. 

I will be delighted to walk your 
streets again in my memory and 
look into the faces that I have 
learned to know and love. There 
isn’t a pastor that hasn’t been to 
places he likes to forget, and there 
are places where he has been, 
where they have treateg him so 
kind that he loves to recall that 
he labored and worked among 
those people. 

That’s the reward that Luther 
and Wesley and Calvin and Moody 
and every faithful Sunday school 
teacher and Christian worker for 
God wears. 

Every Sunday School teacher 
and every officer must feel the 
responsibility to do all in their 
power, now that these meetings 
are drawing to a close. I know 
what some people in Omaha think

know all about that but I want to

me one bit of hatred in my heart 
against anybody. 

I have fought furiously and 
haven't dipped my colors to any- 
body; haven’t bowed to anybody 
from Omaha—rich or poor, white 
or black. I preach God's truth. 
I know what some of you think 
about revivals. 


You might as well bring a baby 
into the world, tie it hang and 
foot, and fasten it to a cake of ice 
and expect it to live and grow 
physically as to expect that the 
new converts will make any 
progress in religious matters if 
they have to go into a godless, 
worldly, great big refrigerator of 
a church. 


I know that if someone who has 
taken his stand would slip and fall 
tomorrow, some of you would say, 
“Ha, ha, just as I expected.” You 
miserable olg wretch, listen to me. 
‘If a man be overtaken in a fault, 
ye that are spiritual restore such 
a one in the spirit of meekness, 
considering Yourself lest you also 
be tempted,’ 

And if you are a miserable old 
card player you will be a miserable 
old sneering, turned up, crooked 
nose hypocrite. “If a man be over- 
taken in a fault, ye which are 
spiritual, restore suck an one in 
the spirit of meekness; consider- 
ing thyself lest thou also _ be 
tempted.” 

If a man be overtaken in a 
fault, let him alone. 

If a man be overtaken in a 


fault, telephone to the news- 
papers.

Study the Bible 

Now, then, get down into the old 
mother-Book. Go to the old Bible 
ang read it for yourself. One of 
the prolific sources of unbelief and 
backsliding today is a bottle-fed 
church, where the whole member- 
ship lets the preachers’ do the 
studying of the Bible for them. 

He will go to the pulpit with 
his mind full of his sermon and 
they will come to church with their 
minds filléd with society and last 
night’s card playing, beer and 
wine drinking, ang novel reading 
party and will sit there half 
asleep. 

Great God, it would take forty 
thousand Gabriels with trumpets 
to arouse a crowd like that! It 
is a hard thing for a man to be 
eloquent to a lot of corn shocks. 
If you want your preacher to be 
eloquent you have to be im 
sympathy with what he is trying 
to teach you. 

Then again, I have this: “I 
have fought a good fight, I have 
finished my course, I have kept 
the faith: Henceforth there is 
laid up for me a crown of right- 
eousness, which the Lord, the 
righteous judge, shall give me at 
that day: and not to me only, but 
unto all them also that love his 
appearing.” I want them as an 
epitaph on My tombstone. 

You will agree with me, in 
closing, that I’m not a crank; at 
least I try not to be. I have not 
preacheg about my first, second, 
third or hundredth blessing. I 
have not talked about baptism or 
immersion, I told you that while 
I was here my creed would be, 
“With Christ you are saved; with- 


out Him you are lost.” Are you 
saved? Are you lost? Going to 
Heaven? Going to Hell? 


I have tried to build every ser- 
mon right around and answer 
those questions and steer clear of 
anything else, but I want to say 
to you this morning, in Closing, 
that it is the inspiration of my 
life, the secret of my earnest- 
ness. 

I never preach a sermon but 
that I think it may be the last 
one some fellow will hear or the 
last I shall ever be privileged to 
preach. 

If John were here and I would 
invite him to preach, he would 
preach about the love of God. If 
James were here and I would say, 
“James, will you pray?” he would 
say, “Faith without works is 
dead.”” James would say, “Get a

and destroy Jesus. The governor 
answered and said unto them, 
Whether of the twain will ye that 
I release unto you? They said, 
Barabbas.” 


This is a part of the record of 
the most cruel tragedy that the 
world ever saw. Jesus had lived 
here among the people in His 
public ministry for more than 
three years. He had done noth- 
ing in a corner. His speeches and 
His preaching and His teaching 
had been in the open and before 
the public. Everywhere He had 
gone doing good, healing the sick, 
giving sight to the blind, giving 
speech to the speechless and hear- 
in to those who were deaf. In 
many cases He had brought back 
from death those who had been 
buried. Everywhere He had been 
doing good and evil not at all. 


Trial at the Bar of Three 
Courts 


And yet he was arraigned and 
arrested and tried. He was tried 
at the bar of three courts and 
was declared innocent. At the 
court of the Sanhedrin, the eccies- 
iastical court, he was arraigned, 
and false witnesses were brought 
and testified; but the very con- 
fusion of the Sanhedrin is an 
overwhelming and positive proof 
that their case had failed, and 
Jesus was innocent of the charges 
made of anything wrong. 

He was tried by the civil court, 
by the Roman governor. He was 
examined, tried and questioned 
by the governor himself and he 
publicly declared time and again 
that “I find nothing wrong in 
this man.” He called him a just 
man and found no error in him. 
So, the highest civil authority 
declared him innocent. 

He was tried before the bar of 
conscience and there he was de- 
clared innocent. This Roman 
governor had a message from his 
wife and she said, ‘Have nothing 
to do with this just person. My 
conscience today has been aroused 
in a dream. He is a just person 


and I do not want my  hus- 
band to be involved in_ the 
punishment of this just man.’ 


Pilate himself called for water, 
and before the multitude washed 
his hands and said, “I am inno- 
cent of the blood of this man.” 
It was the conscience of the gov- 
ernor and his wife that were 
passing on the case. And yet, 
my friends, after being tried be- 
fore these three courts Jesus 
Christ was arraigned and _  con- 
demned and _ publicly crucified. 
Oh, what a tragedy, thinking 
who He was, thinking what He 
did, thinking the life He lived, 
the teachings’ He taught, the 
miracles He performed. In that 
age the religious and civil agents 
and the consciences of men de- 


clared Him innocent and yet the | 


sins of man crucified Him. 
There was another notable 
prisoner, the Scriptures say. He 
was a robber and a murderer. 
Neither property nor life were 
counted safe when he was at lib- 
erty. There was no voice at his 
trial that raised itself and said, 
“He is innocent,” The judgment

I would say, 
“Luke, will you preach us a ser- 
mon?” and he would talk along 
a similar strain, as you will read 
in Acts. Now, then, I say to you, 
“Watch, for ye know not the day 
nor the hour.”

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of the people, the judgment of 
the law had condemned him and 
he was imprisoned for the pun- 
ishment of his crimes; yet in that 
day they released him instead of 
Jesus Christ. Oh, my friends, 
the choice that the people made 
that day! “Whom shall I release 
unto you—Jesus or Barabbas?” 
And the people said, “We choose 
Barabbas.”’ They were deter- 
mined that Jesus Christ should 
be crucified. 

Tonight I want to talk to you 
about Substitutes for Jesus, or, 
The Choice.of the Soul. Here is 
Jesus Christ. Is gold your Ba- 
rabbas on the other. In the light 
of the public their deeds were be- 
fore them all, and in that day 


the people chose Barabbas instead 


of Jesus Christ. Tonight every 
man, woman and child in this 
audience who is a Christian is a 
Christian because of a choice they 
have made. You have chosen 
Jesus Christ as your Saviour. 
Some time in your history He 
has been presented and the Devil 
has presented your sins. He 


brought along your Barabbas and 
presented you Barabbas and Je- 
SUS; 


and you are saved tonight 
because at that period in your 
history you, in your deepest soul, 
ehose Jesus Christ instead of 
your Barabbas. Every man, wo- 
man and child not a Christian is 
unsaved tonight, without Christ 
and without hope, because at 
some time in life the gospel has 
been presented, Jesus Christ has 
been put up to you and your 
Barabbas has been presented and 
you have selected your Barabbas 
instead of Jesus Christ. That is 
the reason tonight why you are 
unsaved. I want to make it 
clear tonight that men are saved 
on ‘their choices, 


What Is Your Barabbas? 


Now, I do not know tonight 
what your Barabbas is, but you 
have one. Every unsaved man, 
woman and chilg tonight under 
this tabernacle has a Barabbas. 
You have substituted something 
in the place of Jesus Christ in the 
choice of your soul. I wonder if 
tonight you are unsaved because 
you have chosen the making of 
money instead of the service of 
Jesus Christ. Is gold your Ba- 
rabbas? Have you said, as @& 
choice was put up to you, it is 
Jesus or gold, and have you said, 
“Release unto me gold and cru- 
cify Jesus Christ’? If you have 
done that, I tell you, my friend, 


you have committed a_e great 
crime against your soul.” Yow 


have committed spiritual suicide 
for the purpose of the monetary 
gain that will come to you, 

Not all the misers live in man- 
sions. Not all the people who 
have gone down into sin and Hell 
because of the love of money are 
the men who gained and made 
money. I have seen men runnmg 
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@ peanut business who were just 
as miserly and just as thorough- 
ly substituted it for Jesus Christ 
as a man who made his millions. 
Is that your sin tonight? Is that 
the reason why you are not a 
Christian? Have you said, “I 
will get this deal; I will buy this 
piece of land; I will get this 
lease; I will bore this well; I will 
buy this bank or this stock; and 
then I will be a Christian. When 
I get a little more and make it 
@ little easier I will be a Chris- 
tian”? Then money is your Ba- 
rabbas. 

God help you this hour to 
break loose from your hunger for 
goid at the expense of your soul. 
There is nothing in the Word of 
God that puts a premium on pov- 


erty or nothing that declares a 
Shame upon the possession ,.of 
money. God does condemn the 


wrong use of money and the 
wrong method of making money. 
I guess that the two richest men 
whose names come down to us 
from ancient history were two of 
the best men who God makes rec- 
ord of. It is the love of money 
and not money that is the root 
of ail evil. Is gold your Barab- 
bas that you have substituted for 
Jesus Christ? 

Maybe that is not your Barab- 
bas. I wonder if ambition is your 
Barabbas. I wonder if you have 
said tonight, “I am going te climb 
the ladder of fame and excel in 
my business, and 1 am going to 
control in the sphere of my in- 
fluence, and I am going to have 
a place among men.” Have you 
sacrificed your spiritual oppor- 
tunities in order to gratify your 
unholy and godless ambition? To- 
night I would not discourage am- 
bition in anybody. I would en- 
courage the growth of ambition 
among young men and women. 
But I am talking to you tonight 
about leaving Christ out of your 
ambition. 


I was a student in Yale Uni- 
versity. One day on my window 
seat, Sunday afternoon, I was 
talking to one of Kentucky's 
brightest young men. He had a 
voice and a brain like Henry 


Grady. He had won the honors 
in school. We were sitting there 
together. I was not a preacher 


then, though at that time I was 
fighting a battle over God's call 
to me to preach. I talked to him 
about religion. I will never for- 


get how he was scornful and how’ 


he said to me, “No, I am not a 
Christian. I have left that to 
Mother and my sisters. A virile 
man doesn’t need religion.” And 
he turned to me and said, “I am 
going to be Kentucky’s leading 
statesman. I will be it or die and 
I have left God and Christ and re- 
ligion out.” 

In less than three weeks from 
that time I was asked by one of. 
the boys to go down to the South- 
ern Club and bring that boy 
home, as drunk as he could be. 
And tonight he is a fourth-rate 
politician in one of the towns of. 


Kentucky. You cannot climb the | 


ladder of fame and leave God out. 
You will find some of the rounds | 
out. My friends, God and His’ 
religion are not against the man 


who wants to climb; but if you! 
are to climb in any place or posi-| 


tion, to gratify any ambition, you 
must get in with God and you, 
must not sacrifice your spiritu-| 
ality in order to gratify your am-: 
bition. 

I shall never forget; my broth-' 
ers were officers. I was reared 
in the atmosphere of detecting. 
For many years my brother was 
sheriff and then United States 
Marshal. He arrested and had 
to kill some of the worst men in 
‘all that western country. I never 
see an officer but that my heart 
goes out to him. I admire a 
brave man. I glory in the men 
who are protecting our liberties 
and our lives, 

I will never forget as a 
cowboy that I had an ambi- 
tion only to be an expert roper 
and cowboy. I walked into the 
courthouse one day, I had on my 
spurs and my #sixshooter. 
just come from the cow ranch 
and I went in to hear a great 
lawyer in the defense of his cli-

I had 


ent. I heard him speak. I had 
no ambition to be anything but 
an expert roper. I heard that 
lawyer plead his case. He had 
but one defense for his client; 
and that was that the man he 
Killed had that afternoon insulted 
his wife. That lawyer with tre- 
mendous eloquence and power, 
tried to move that jury to release 
his man. He bost the case and 
the client was condemned; but I 
went down out of that courthouse 
that day having lost interest in 
my spurs and my sixshooter and 
my lasso, and I said, “By the 
grace of God, I will get an edu- 
cation and do something for God 
and humanity.” I want to tell 
you, my friends, that from the 
initiation of my ambition until 
this time I thank God I have tak- 
en God into my plans. 


Oh, I would not discourage your 
ambition; but I would discourage 
your ambition being your Barab- 
bas that keeps Jesus Christ out 
of your life. 

Maybe your Barabbas is not 
gold. Maybe it is not ambition. 
Maybe it is pleasure. Maybe to- 
night I am speaking to someone 
who has said “I will substitute 
pleasure for Jesus Christ.” I 
wonder if I am drawing closer 
to your trouble tonight—pleasure 
in the satisfaction of your carnal 
desires, pleasure in social life. I 
wonder tonight if you have said, 
“I am going to shine at the dance 
hall or at the gambling table; and 


=> 


I am going to take pleasure and 
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drink of it to its bitter dregs until 
life is satisfied.” Now, I bless 
God that I believe in a happy life. 
I would not limit our young peo- 
ple in their pleasures beyoaud any- 
thing that will compromise their 
character and their relationship 
with God. I am for al] the happi- 
ness that you can bring into your 
life; but I am for the unpoisoned 
happiness. 


I call your attention to the dif- 
ference between the pleasures of 


religion and the pteasures of sin. 
There are no pleasures in these 
sinful indulgences but what have 
in them the seed of destruction. 
Sinful pleasures will tear down 
your body, your mind ahd your 
spiritual tissues. There is” no 
pleasure in religion but that that 
is constructive. It will build up 
your body, your mind and your 
soul. Is pleasure your Barabbas? 
I wonder tonight if it is. I say 
to you that one of the most peri- 
lous things in life since @he war 
is the modern dance. I will tell 
you that the so-called religious 
institutions that during the war 
distributed cigarettes and encour- 


aged the dance have done tre- 
mendous harm te _ the best 
interests of our country. The 
modern dance is leading more 


girls and more men to ruin than 
anything else allowed today. God 
pity you, my friend, if all your | 
joy is settled in your heels; if 
you go to your heels for your 
pleasure. And if you take the 
hug out of the dance the men 
will quit it. When do they have 
any male dances or any female 
dances? I want to tell you, no 
child of mine will go to a school 
and stay there that encourages the 


dance. And I want to tell you 


women, that you are doing a great 
deal of damage tonight by the 
dresses you wear. 


I saw a woman, and she was a 
good woman, walking around on 
the street and getting into her 
car teday, with a dress on that 
was too short. I do not believe 


it is right to wear those short 
dresses. Now, by the grace of 
God, go home and patch your 


dresses; and some of them need it 
at both ends. I have not come to 
the time when I believe that virtue 
is protected by women going 
around with dresses that show 
their knees, and sometimes worse 
than that. I will tell you, my 
friends, that today society is being 
damned by the dresses that wom- 
en wear. When you wear dresses 
Short at either end, you are fixing 
for somebody to reflect on your 
character. 


You say I am not talking re- 
ligion to you. Tam. Iam. If the 
preacher doesn’t condemn these 
things, who will? I will tell you 
who is talking about you. Every 
carnal man you pass on the street 
is talking about you. 

The other day on the streets 
of a city an unsaved man was 
Standing. A young lady passed 
along and he made a bad remark 
about her. She just had on a 
scrap of a dress. And he was 
talking te the girl's father and 
| didn’t know it. And he made some 
remark that a man should not 
have made. This man said to him- 
self, “The man is right about 
it.” He said to the young man, 
“That is my daughter and I will 
see that she never comes out 
dressed like that on the street 
again.”

never forget my first 


pastorate. One Monday there 
came a man on a horse from the 


country, asking me to go out and 
bury a young woman who had died 
the day before. I went out five 
miles and drove up to a beautiful 
country home, a home that be- 
longed to a Methodist steward ia 
the community. The daughter whe 
had died was a college graduate. 
I went into the room and saw that 
great strong family, a large num- 
ber of brothers and sisters and the 
fine, dear old father and mother. 
They invited me back into the 
private room and there they told 
Te the story. The mother said, 
“Yesterday a week ago our pastor 
was here and preached a great 
sermon. We sent our daughter 
off to a so-called Christian school 
hoping that she would become a 
useful Christian woman, but she 
came back enamored with all the 
pleasures of the world and had 
learneg to dance. Last Sunday 
morning she went with me to 
Church and when we came home 
to cook dinner for the company 
that had come, Mildred came in 
and said, ‘Mother, do you know 
I came very near going and giving 
my heart to Christ this morn- 
ing. I had to literally hold on to 
the seat to keep from going’.”

People tell you that Jesus Christ 
let men spit in His face. And He 
did. He stayed in character when 
He came down here. You know 
in drama people talk about stay- 
ing in character. If you are 
playing the part of a criminal you 
are supposed to stay in character. 
If you are playing comedy you are 
supposed to stay in character. 
Jesus Christ stayed in character. 
When Jesus Christ came from 
Heaven's noonday to earth’s mid- 
night He came to die on Calvary’s 
cross. Everything else was inci- 
dental. He did not come _ to 
preach. Preaching was incidental. 
He did not come to perform 
miracles. Performing miracles 
was incidental] in His life. He said, 
“For this cause came I unto this 
hour” (John 12:27). He had said, 
“Mine hour.is not yet come” 
(John 2:4). But when He got 
there He said, “For this cause 
came I unto this hour.” Jesus 
Christ came the first time to die. 
But you wait until He comes back 
next time. When He comes next 
time He will be leading an army 
out of the sky. He will have a 
thunderbolt on His brow and 
lightning flashing from His eyes. 
He will be riding the charger of 
judgment, and He will be so 
highly armed that He will have 
a sword projecting out of His 
mouth. You wait until Jesus 
Christ comes back in righteous 
anger to destroy His enemies! 
You wait until] He says to the 
angels “Bing him hand and foot, 
and take him away, and cast 
him into outer darkness!” You 
wait! 

Did Jesus ever get angry in this 
world? There was not anybody 
else like Him; He was so ap- 
proachable. Anybody could get 
to Him. He would walk down the 
streets and little babies would 
reach out their arms and try to 
get to His bosom. He would go 
out to dinner and a wicked woman 
would see Him and say, ‘Yonder is 
somebody who loves me,’ and she 
would go up to Him, get down on 
her knees, pour out her tears on 
His feet and wipe them with her 
hair. Anybody could get to Jesus. 
He was. the most approachable 
Person the world ever saw. 
Everybody—publicans and harlots, 
everybody—crowded upon Him; 
and He loved them all. But one 
time He went into a temple. I 
want you to get the picture: He 
walked into that temple and saw 
some men sitting down at a table. 
They were moneychangers. He 
got a whipcord, went over there, 
turned over those tables and drove 
those crooks out of His Father's 
house. 

What was the matter? Some- 
body may say they were crooks. 
But He did not do that on the 
street corner. He could have gone 
down any street in Jerusalem and 
found some old crook down there. 
He could have picked up a brick 
and thrown it at him. But He 
did not do it. Why did He do 
it in the temple? Iwill tell you 
why He did it in the temple; they 
were perverting religion. They 
perverted the way to God. They 
perverted His fFather’s house, 
Listen! The worst sin is not the 
sin of not having any religion. 
The worst sin is to pervert re- 
ligion. Give me the man who has 
no religion in preference to the 
man who has a perverted religion! 

Let me give you another picture. 
Paul uses the strongest language 
that love ever used. He said, “I 
could wish that myself were ac- 
cursed from Christ for my 
brethren, my kinsmen according 
to the flesh’’ (Rom. 9:3). ‘I would 
like to have God damn me and 
save my brethren,’ he was saying. 
Say, that is love! I have often 
thought I woulg be willing to go 
to Hell to keep my boy from going. 
I have often thought that if I 
stood at the judgment bar of God 
and my son started to Hell I would 
be willing to ask God to let me go 
in his place. But I have never 
loved my country enough to ask 
God to damn me to save America. 
Oh, the love in the heart of Paul 
when he said, ‘God curse me, let 


me be Anathema. Curse me, God, 
and save my brethren’! 


But the same man who said 
that, said something else. The 
same man who said that, said 
this: ‘If anybody comes around 
in this country preaching any 
gospel] except the gospel 1 have 
preached unto you, God Almighty, 
damn _ him. (See Gal. 1:8, 9). 
Brother, that makes chills run 
down my back. ‘God, curse me! 
God, let me be Anathema! God, 
damn me and save my brethren!’ 
But ‘God Almighty, send these 
conspirators to Hell! Damn them, 
God; damn them!’ You don’t like 
that! Well, suppose you call up 
Heaven and get Paul on the phone. 
Tell him you do not like that kind 
of preaching. 

I have heard evangelists cursed 
all my life. When I was a boy 
Sam Jones was cursed all over 
the South. George Stuart was 
cursed, and Henry C. Morrison, 
ang later Billy Sunday. Evan- 
gelists were maligned and slan- 
dered and cursed. And, by the 
way, I have never known an out- 
standing evangelist on this con- 
tinent who had a scandal con- 
nected with his name. They have 
been the worst lied about, slan- 
dered men on earth. I have heard 
evangelists say strong things, but 
I have never heard any evangelist 
on any platform in the world stand 
up and ask God Almighty to send 
the modernists to Hell. That is 
what Paul did. He said, ‘God Al- 
mighty, curse them. Let them be 
Anathema! Damn them: God, 
damn them—these men who are 
leading souls to Hell, damn them!’ 


The hottest place in Hell will not 
be for harlots. It will be _ for 
modernistic preachers. Any man 
who stands in a Trinitarian pulpit, 
clothed with the robes of the min- 
instry, and in a subtile way steals 
the faith of saints ang takes young 
people and damns them—God 
Himself cannot make it hot enough 
in Hell for that man! °* 


So the thing that stirred Paul 
was the religious condition. 


What Is Wrong With the 
World Is Men, Not 
Conditions 


If Paul had been a modern 
preacher who had moved into 
Athens to preach he would have 
spent the first six“months making 
a survey. I do not know any word 
that irritates me as the word 
survey irritates me. “I am going 
to make a survey.” “I have ob- 
serveq that on this side of the 
railroad they are not as well off 
as they are on the other side of 
the railroad. And what we should 
do is to distribute the money.” 
That is a very interesting thought. 
We folks who do not have any- 
thing are very glad to divide with 
the rest of the people. 


I” could not help but admire 
Huey Long in Louisiana. I have 
always admired a man who was 
able to stir up a fight, whether 
I agree with him or not! Huey 
Long talked about the. distribution 
of wealth. That is interesting, 
isn’t it? Suppose we do _ that. 
Suppose tonight we take all the 
money in the United States above 
what we owe-—if there is any 
above what we owe!—suppose we 
divide it up and tomorrow morn- 
ing each of us begin with exactly 
the same amount of money. I 
have mine; you have yours, There 
are no rich people; there are no 
poor people. Everybody has ex- 
actly the same amount of money. 
It is nice isn’t it? If you did 
not change people, the smart boys 
would get all of mine back inside 
of six months, and I would. be 
back exactly where I started! It 
is So funny, isn’t it?. It is tragic, 
and yet it is amusing to think how 
men are“going to fix the world by 
giving everybody plenty of money. 

Mr. Roosevelt, Franklin Roose- 
velt—a young preacher once said, 
“Lord, we thank You for Roose- 
velt—we mean “Teddy’ ”’! 


Franklin Roosevelt sat down at 
a table with Churchill, Stalin and 
the rest of them. They were 
going to fix the world so nobody 
woulg ever want anything any 
more. They were going to fix 


the world so everybody would 


have plenty, so everywouy would 
be all fixed up. 1t aves sound so 
enticing, dvesn’t it’ «uo more 
worry! Everyvodgy has pien.ry— 
plenty to eat and plemy to wear. 
But wait a minute! What would 
that do for morals? Folks are 
not made good by gold; they are 
made good by Almighty God. 
Somebody said to me about a 
certain girl, “She only makes $12 


a week. What do you expect of 
her?” Now, do net misunder- 
stand me. I do not believe in 


paying low wages. But I expect 
the girl who does not make but 
$5 a week to be decent. I expect 
a girl to be decent if she has to 
starve! Do you mean to tell me 
that women are good simply be- 
cause they are rich, and bad be- 
cause they are poor? The highest 
paid people in this country are 
the Hollywood actors and actres- 
ses.. And they get more divorces 
than anybody else. It did not 
make them good. They are well 


paid; th®y cannot complain about 
salaries. 

I will match the virtue of 
women I know woo live in the 


mountain cabins of the South— 
women who live in little homes 
with a string of red peppers on 
the wall—against the virtue of 
the women who live on Park 
Avenue or in Hollywood, Cali- 
fornia. We have gone crazy in 
this country. We have decided 
that folks are bad because they 
are poor and that all you have 
to do is to give them plenty of 
money and they will be_ good. 
Wait a minute! If golq will make 
you good, you are not good—you 
are mean and selfish. Somebody 
Says, ‘“‘Honesty is the best policy.” 
If you are honest because it is 
the best policy, you are _ not 
honest; you are selfish. An honest 
man is honest whether “it is a 
good policy or not. 

Folks, really it is disgusting 
how little sense we use about the 
question of money! You know 
I do not envy the rich people. 
They are no better than the folks 
I grew up with in Alabama. Il 
never knew a bad girl within 
twenty-five miles of my boyhood 
home. They would have died be- 
fore they would have sacrificed 
their virtue. We have strange 
ideas! 7 

I went to a dentist about my 
teeth not long ago. I sat back 
in the chair; he looked at them 
and said, “Dr. Bob, you did not 
have enough calcium in your food 
when you were a boy.” 


I said, “Doctor, we didn’t 
specialize in calcium in southeast 
Alabama! We specialized in moral 
manhood and Christian faith!” 
Now, I like to see folks have 
calcium. Calcium is a good thing. 
But we have gone bugs on cal- 
cium! Our teeth-—-we just lost 
them. But I have seen many old 
country woman lose all her teeth 
but keep her faith and her virtue 
and honor and decency! 


A doctor comes to your home 
and you say, “Doctor, I feel so 
bad.” 


The doctor looks at you and 
says, “Something ought to be cut 
out, but I'll declare I do not know 
what to cut out. Something is 
hurting you, but I might cut out 
the wrong thing if I go to cutting. 
Get me a spoon.” You get him 
a spoon, he puts some little tab- 
lets ang hot water in there and 
stirs them up. You say, “Doctor, 
you are the best doctor I've ever 
seen in my life. I am well now— 
I'm going to sleep.” 

You old fool! You have the same 
thing the matter with you that 
you had all the time. It is there; 
you just do not feel it! 

All we are doing in this coun- 
try in the way of making people 
comfortable just makes them feel 
better while they are going to 
Hell. 

Money cannot make you happy. 
Young people, listen! This is the 
most unhappy generation in the 
history of the world. I fly across 
‘this country in planes. I have 
crossed the ocean in steamships. 
I travel across the continent in 
air-conditioned trains. I am more 
comfortable than I was when I 
was a boy, but I am not as happy 
as I was when I was a boy. The 
happiest day I remember ever 
spending on this earth I spent 
traveling all day in a covered 
wagon pulleg by two mules. I sat

I 
have come back with a deep 
and heart-felt conviction that 
Europe affords a tremendous 
opportunity for the Gospel and 
the great challenge to evangel- 
ical Christians of America to- 
day.

Though there are a few Bible 
institutes, there is not a school 
in Europe or the British Isles 


which is adequately training 
leaders to meet this need. 
Everywhere hungry. hearted 


and eager young people came 
to me and said, ‘Dr. Bob, we 
want to come to America to be 
properly trained to do the job 
that must be done here in Eu- 
rope.” Most of these young 
people have no financial re- 
sources. Those who have are, 
unable in many countries to 
take funds across the frontier. 
I haye assured many of these 
earnest young folks with ca- 
pacities for leadership that we 
would somehow help them fi-

We have gone cfazy"Ebout edu- 
cation. Now, do not misunder- 
stand me. Lam the founder of an 
institution. I believe in education. 
But did you know it does not 
make you good. You cannot put 
a man in the penitentiary for 
forgery until you teach him to 
write. You must educate a man 
before you can put him in jail! 
If Al Capone had not been taught 
to figure, he never would have 
gotten in trouble. Somebody 
taught him to figure and he went 
to robbing people. If he had 
never known anything about 
figures he might not be dead to- 
night. Education cannot save a 
man. We built colleges and uni- 
versities and schools, and now 
our graduates of high schools— 
and of many of our universities 
and colleges—are staggering out 
of barrooms with cigarettes in one 
hand and a whiskey glass in the 
other. Women drinking liquor— 
I cannot get used to it! Think 
of them standing with one foot 
on a brass rail, with a cigarette 
in one hand, a cocktail glass in the 
other and with a bunch of drunken 
bums around them! I would like 
to ask you something. You say, 
“Bob Jones, you are a pessimist.” 
I am not a pessimist; I am facing 
the facts. I want to tell yoy that 
education has not done one thing 
morally for this nation. I will 
match the virtue of the women 
Who lived in cabins in the old 
days—women who never went to 
high school—against. the virtue 
of the high school girls in this 
country. We have gone crazy! 
We thought education would do 
it. We thought if we could just 
get an education that would solve 


our problems, It will not solve 


potatoes all day long. My father 


any problem! All education os 
is to shine your shoes, press your 
pants, comb your hair and powder 
your nose. It leaves you with 
the same old sinful heart. It 
dresses you up for Hell! ; 


Suppose I come to your. home 
when you arc dying and sit down 
by your bed. I wipe the sweat 
from your brow and say, “Mister, 
I believe you are dying.” 

You say, “Yes, I believe, I am, 
Bob; I believe I am going.” 

I say, “Well, I wouldn’t worry 
about it. I am a botanist; I 
would like to talk to you about 
the flowers. Can’t you smell 
these flowers? You can’t smell! 
Well, that’s too bad. They surély 
do smell good. It is too bad you 
can’t smell them!” 

You say, “No, I’m dying; I’m 
dying! Do you suppose there will 
be any flowers blooming where I 
am going?” 

I sit by your bed, wipe the 
sweat from your brow, look into 
the stare of death in your eye 
and say, “Mister, wait a minute 
before you die. I want to talk 
to you. I am an astronomer. We 
haye a solar system with a sun 
in the center, and around it plan- 
ets that move; and this solar sys- 
tem may be part of another, and 
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that part of another.” I keep 
talking about stars to you until 
Il get dizzy myself. 

You look up at me and say, “I 
am not interested in that, but 
tell me quickly how to go to 
Heaven.” 


I say, “Listen, young man; be- 
fore you die I want to give you 
a lesson in geology. Here is an 
old rock, a very old rock. Of 
course we geologists do not agree 
about how old it is. But what is a 
few million years difference be- 
tween geologists! It is an old, old 
rock—you “aren’t interested in lis- 
tening! But I want you to listen to 
me. I know you are dying, but 
listen to me! I am talking to you 
about a rock!”’ 


You say, “Bob, I am not inter- 
ested about the age of the rock. 
One time I heard my mother sing, 


‘Rock of Ages, cleft for me, 
Ret me hide myself in Thee.’ 


I don’t care about the age of the 
rock; I want to know about the 
Rock of Ages!” 

I come to your home and your 
baby is dead. There is a little 
coffin there, and the shadow of 
the little coffin fills all the home 
—isn't it strange how far a little 
coffin can cast a shadow? It 
can cast its shadow into every 
room of the home, uptown, over 
the office door, over the school- 
room over the church door. 


There is that little coffin. You 
are walking around, wringing your 
hands; and I say, “I wouldn’t cry 
like that if I were you.

We Christians would know 
what to say to her. We would 
say, “Yes, I know; it is too bad 
It was such a sweet little baby.

But 
you know, the little baby is not in 
the coffin. Look up yonder! Look 
up yonder—his little chubby hand 
is reaching through the blue; and 
he is saying, ‘Mother, Mother!

He went to Athens and saw all 
their culture and religion, all the 
shrines and altars; and his teeth 


how some of us sensitive men like 
John Rice and I feel as we go up 
and down this country. We see 
being built ecclesiastical machin- 
ery without power, doomed to 
steal the faith of young people. 
We are conscious of stocks and 
bonds and trust companies and 
skyscrapers, highways congested 
with automobiles, planes flying 
through the air—and the world 
going to Hell! I sometimes walk 
into a schoolroom and get the 
chilly, cold air of dead, technical 
‘scholarship. Listen, men and 
women—listen! This evangelistic 
conference has a purpose in view. 
It is trying to get you to see 
what needs to be done, Our job 
is fixing men. 

Do you know what is the mat- 
ter with men? Men are not liars 
because they lie; they lie because 
they are liars. Before men can 
tell lies they have to first be 


cause they steal. They steal be- 
Cause they are thieves. Do you 
know why juvenile crime sweeps 
the country? Before young folks 
commit crimes they have to be 
criminals. Men are not murder- 
ers because they kill; they kill be- 
caue they are murderers. Men 
are not sinners because they sin; 
they sin because they are sinners. 


Folks in this country have the 
idea that if man could just fix 
the world, the world would fix 
him. If man could fix the world 
so it could fix him, he Would al- 
ready be fixed. Man—if he were 
big enough to do that—would not 
need to be fixed. Men are trying 
to pass the responsibility. They 
are saying, “I would be all right 
if I had the right place.” No, 
they would not! There was noth- 
ing wrong with Adam’s surround- 
ings. He and Eve had a nice 
place to live. They went to sleep 
at night in beds of lilies. They 
breathed air that filtered through 
jungles of roses. And one day 
they sinned. And the garden was 
no longer a paradise. The woman 
plucked a rose and a thorn pricked 
her. 


There is nothing the matter 
with the world except that men 
are sinners. I saw the other day 
where a modernistic Methodist 
preacher up North said, “I suppose 
we will have to go back to the 
old doctrine of total depravity.” 
I do not have to go back to it. 
“For I know that in me (that is, 


in my flesh,) dwelleth no good 
thing” (Rom. 7:18). If you have 
never been born again you are a 
sinner. And all the colleges and 
universities, all the money and all 
the social uplift—all that men 
can think or dream—could never 
fix it. You must let God fix it. If 
you could get everybody con- 
verted- tonight you would fix the 
world. If you fixed the world 
and did not get folks converted, 
they would mess it up. 

Paul knew that. I have been 
there in Athens. I have stood on 
Mars’ hill where he stood. I have 
sat in those stone seats where 
they used to watch the dramatic 
performances. And there was not 
a thing in Athens wrong, but it 
was wrong because of bad people. 
But Paul said, ‘I know somebody 
who can fix it. His name is Jesus.’ 
And he preached Jesus to them. 


Jesus Christ, Man’s Only 
Hope! 
Do not misunderstand me when 
I say these things. I am saying 


them because they need to be 
said. The church cannot save 
you. If the church is ever saved, 


the Lord Jesus Christ will have 
to save the church. It is so easy 
for us to drift into the exaltation 
of ecclesiasticism. Let’s under- 
stand some things: it is Jesus 
only! 

On the Mount of Transfigura- 
tion Peter said, “Let us make 
here three tabernacles; one for 
thee, and one for Moses, and one 
for Elias.” And a light flashed 
and they saw Jesus only! It is Je- 
sus only! I want to tell you that 
one of the perils that confronts 
the whole Christian program in 
this country today is the terrific 


ecclesiastical drive that is being 
carried on. Even friends of Jesus 
do not know that they are exalt- 
ing something besides Jesus. Lis- 
ten: “Thou shalt have no other 
gods before me.” That Scripture 
does not say, “You must not have 
any bad gods.” It says, “Thou 
Shalt have no other gods’’—not 
even a good god!! The church 
is a good thing, but any time you 
put it up by the side of Jesus 
Christ, it is a god. “That in all 
things he might have the preemi- 
nence’’!

But the literature of the “Crusade”, consisting 
go largely of an attack on Jews, is definitely antichristian, in my judg- 
ment. It is contrary to the Bible, it will result in class hatred and strife 
and division in America and will have fearful results if it grows. 


For one thing, antijewish propaganda is definitely forbidden in 
the Bible. It is wrong to attack Jews as such, even unsaved Jews or 
“apostate Jews.” By divine inspiration Paul said, “As-concerning the 
gospel, they are enemies for your sakes: but as touching the election, 
they are beloved for the fathers’ sakes” (Rom. 11:28). And about Jews, 
the descendants of Jacob, we are plainly warned, “I will bless them 
that bless thee, and curse him that curseth thee” (Gen. 12:3, Gen. 
27:29; Num. 24:9). Those who denounce Jews always say that they 
mean only bad Jews, but that is still wrong. If there should be a Jew 
who is doing wrohg and needs to be opposed, he must be opposed as 
a bad man and not as a Jew. It would be a sin to,be writing articles 
against people of Italian blood, against those of Negro blood, or against 
those of Swedish blood. It is always wrong to hate people because of 
their race or oppose them because of their race. But it is much worse 
te attack Jews because Jews are especially chosen of God and God has 
yet great things He will work through the Jews. To inspire Jew-hate is 
a terrible sin, certain to be punished from the Lord. 


For example of how God punishes those who hate Jews, consider 
how God turned Spain into a third-rate power when it Rad been the 
strongest nation in the world, soon after they expelled the Jews. Con- 
sider what God did to the Amalekites because they were unkind to the 
Jews. God commanded Saul to exterminate them utterly (I Sam. 15:3). 


Consider the terrible destruction of Babylon which God had atlowed 
to carry the Jews captive, but He Himself punished the nation and 
destroyed it (See Isa. 15:17-22 and Isa, 14:20-27). Of course Jews are 
onty human beings, and individually no Jew can be saved without 
coming to Christ, but Jews as a race are especially preserved by the 
Lord and protected by Him, and we are plainly warned against attack- 
ing them. For this reason alone you would do well to give no money, 
spread no literature, and lend no influence to any movement in the 
world that attacks Jews. 


I am sorry to say that some Christians I know and love have 
sinned gric vously in this matter and God has punished them for it. I 
could name you men who were once among the most powerful gospel 
-_speapaspety in America who are now not greatly used any more because 

hey went astray in this matter. 


the money and the liberties of the people. 


Huey K. Long in Louisiana did-much to stir class hatred the same 
way. He and his politicians stole millions of dollars of government 
funds, corrupted the whole state government and Huey Long was 
boasting that he would force his way into the presidency, when he was 
killed. TF am not guessing about this, I have the facts as published by 
the United States Federal Bureau of Investigation, and it is public 
knowledge that a number of Long's close friends went to prison as 
proved embezzlers and thieves. 


It is forever against Gerald L. K. Smith that he was a close friend 
and helper of Huey Long. Perhaps: did not know how crooked Long 
was. In that case “e is not a man of discernment and cannot be trust- 
ed. If he did not know how wrong Long was, then he is crooked and 
cannot be trusted.

3. This country is in genuine danger and the “Christian 
Crusade” cannot possibly solve the problems. 


_ Aside from the spiritual problems which cannot be solved by poli- 
tics, the greatest danger in America today is the communist and left- 
wing danger. The New Deal put America in the greatest danger it has 
ever been in. Roosevelt’s leadership sold out to Russia so far that now 
it seems nearly impossible to keep Russia contained, that is, to keep 
Russia from taking over the rest of the world without war. The com- 
mitments made at Yalta and Teheran gave the communists under 
Stalin far too great a hold on the world. The radical policies of Roose- 
velt, Henry Wallace, Madam Perkins, the C.I.O., and other radical 
leaders endangered the very life of America as a democratic nation. 
We must, by all means, put an end to the New Deal. And the only 
chance to do that is through the Republican party, Wallace and his 
communist friends cannot win this year. The Prohibition party cannot 
win this year. The “Christian Crusaders” cannot win this year. The 
only chance to stop the mounting expense of government, the waste 
of public funds and the socialization of America is to elect Dewey and 
Warren, If honest, good American people stick together we can do 
that, and we ought to do it. 


There are some bad people in the Republican party as in all other 
parties, but it is definitely certain that the moral principles of men like 
Hoover, Taft, Dewey, Warren, Stassen, John Foster Dulles, etc., are 

the highest. These men are certainly more trustworthy than the lead- 
ership of the Democratic party elected by the Pendergast machine or 
Kansas City, the Hague machine of New Jersey, Tammany Hall of 
New York and the Kelly-Nash machine in Chicago. It is €qually certain 
that the moral standards of Republican leadership are far higher than 
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Lots of good people are misled but usually those who lead an 
attack on the Jews have bad motives. Remember this is exactly the 
way Hitler rose to power in Germany. I believe that Hitler murdered 
6 million Jews and would have murdered the others if he could. By 
arousing people to a fever pitch of hate in a kind of “Crusade” for 
the so-called protection of Germany, he got dictator's power. Those 
who copied Hitler in other countries of the world, trying to create a 
dictatoiship, have largely followed the same pattern. Along with some 
sincere people who are misled there will always be wicked people who 
know that by race and class hatred and by arousing the fears and 
anger of the people they may be able to ride to power, to take away 
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vote for a Republican president and Republican Congressmen in the 
coming elections as the only possible way to put the New Deal radicals 
out of power and save the American way of life. 


I would think it would be even more dangerous for the radical 
fomenters of hate and divisions in the so-called “Christian Crusade”’ 
to run America than for it to be run by Truman and the Democratic 
party. I am certain that the Republican leadership is far safer. And 
I happen to know that the best Christian leadership in America agrees 
with me on this matter. 

I was glad to have your letter and I have answered quite at length 
in order to be helpful. I hope you will prayerfully consider these 
reasons I have given. I write not as a politician but as a man of God 
who must take sides on moral issues.

Editor John L. Hill 
is known for his discerning re- 
views, and his long experience in 
this field makes him a competent 
critic. He writes of this book: 


“This—'‘Is Jesus God?’—dques- 
tion seems almost silly to Chris- 
tians, and so it is: but all of us 
are aware that there are people, 
cultured and refined, who feel that 
such a question is an affront to 
their superior intelligences. Frank- 
ly, we have never been able to 
harmonize the high praise which 
unbelievers give to Jesus while at 
the same time denying his deity: 
to even a simple mind it would 
seem that Jesus must be god or 
the most blatant hypocrite on rec- 
ord.

knew him well. Dr. Wilber Chap- 
man, my friend, knew him well. 
I have no doubt but that President 
Wilson is in Heaven. 

He went overseas and sat down 
at a table. Lord George was 
there. Wilson was there, but Je- 
sus was not there. Lord George 
and Woodrow Wilson would have 
been giad to have said, “Take my 
seat,” but representatives of pa- 


gan nations *were around the 
table. 

Then we had World War II. 
Are you surprised! World War 
IIl—a bloody war! It was over 


and there was a gathering in 
California. But nobody = said, 
“Let's ask Jesus to sit down with 
us and tell us what to do.” 

After World War I people were 
optimistic, but now even the 
worst sinners of the world are 
not optimistic. Nobody is even 
fool enough to say there will not 
be another war. 


There is only one thing the 
matter with this world: Jesus 
Christ has been pushed away from 
His rightful place. He has been 
pushed out of some i churches, 
too. Listen! When you exalt 
anything—-even a_ priest—above 
Jesus Christ, He steps out. Lis- 
ten! The Son of God will not 
take second place to anything, 
and He will not take second place 
in your life. That is the place 
you have tried to give Him. 

Listen, Christians—-some of you 
have come a long way to this con- 
ference. Men may not know 
what big business John Rice is 
doing or what big business these 
evangelists are doing. But God 
knows. 

The other day a man sent me 
a check for a thousand dollars 
and said, “I want you to find the 
highest place at Bob Jones Uni- 
versity and put the name of Jesus 
there.” We have always tried to 
give Him first place.

I 
am talking to somebody tonight 
who has a loved one who has 
pinched wrinkles of pain around 
your eyes and put a dagger in 
your heart. Oh, you have tried 
to fix things; but Jesus can fix 
everything for you. Wouldn't it 
be wonderful if everybody here 
would say, “From this time for- 
ward Jesus is going to have first 
place in my life. I am not going 
to put His name down as the un- 
known god in the secluded spot 
of any temple. I am, going to 
give Him first place. In my busi- 
ness, in my social life, in my love 
affairs—He is going to have first 
place.” 


I walked across the campus at 
our college some time ago and 
saw a couple sitting on a bench, 
God was speaking to them — 
they were praying. They had 
their heads bowed in prayer. A 
day or two later they came to 
the office and said, “Dr. Bob, we 
just wanted to tell you that we 
got engaged the other day. And 
we bowed our heads there and 
told Jesus He could have first 
place in our home and in our 
lives.” Jesus—the name high 
over all! Jesus, first in every- 
thing! First in this conference, 
first in our thinking, first in our 
ambitions, first in everything!
